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‘Academic Committee Seeks 
To Acquaint Students With 
SSC Scholastic Policies 


In an effort to acquaint stu- 
Genis with Sacramento State Col- 
lege policies and procedures per- 
teining to scholastic difficulties, 
the Committee on Admissions, 
Scholarship and Honors today 
announced academic regulations 
established by the college. 

Dr. Chaille M. Love, associate 
professor of life science and 
chairman of the committee, stat- 
ed. “The Scholarship Committee 
particularly is anxious to be of 
help to students in order to pre- 
vent academic failure. It is felt 
that students have a considerable 
investment in tune and money in 
their education and want to profit 
mest from this investment.” 

Love pointed out that special 
attention should be given prope 


curricula selection, course pre- 
requisites, general counseling 
services and deficiency notices 
as academic aids. 


He {further pointed out, “.. . it 
has been found that considerable 


scholastic difficulty is due to the 


failure to observe regulations 
which may result in technical 
failure Proper procedures for 


withdrawing from college, if fol- 
Jowed, can save a good deal of 
scholastic difficulty according to 
Love. He states, “Technical F's 
usually result in all courses when 
a student withdraws irom the 
college improperly. Students are 
urged to give attention to the 
matter of an incomplete grade of 
E, which will result in a grade 
of F if not completed.’ 

Detailed information may be 
obtained on these matters from 
instructors and the office of the 
registrar. 

He states also”... aC average 
piust be maintained for work at- 
tempted at Sacramento State Col- 
lege n addition to work com- 
pleted elsewhere.” 

The following policies adopted 
Apri! 17, 1958 by the committee, 
accoiding to Love, are “ . de- 
signed for the ultimate benerit 
of the student and the college 
and are consistant with regula- 
tions in effect in leading institu- 
tions of higher education in the 
Uniied States.” 

The policies, which are used 
for aetermining academ.c proba- 
tion and recommendation for dis- 
qualification, are as follows: 

1. PROBATION 

A student whose grade point 
average, based upon all 
units attempted at Sacra- 
mento State College and, or 
upon units completed at 
winer colleges, goes below 
a 20 (C) average will be 
placed on probation 

2. CONTINIUVED PROBA- 

TION 
A student may be continued 
on academic probation for a 
maximum of three consecu- 
tive semesters, unless the 
student is recommended for 
disqualification due to one 
of the regulations given be- 
Tow 
3. DISQUALIFICATION 
a. A student will be recom- 
mended for disqualifica- 
tiem if (1) during @ se- 
mester the student is clas- 
sified as a freshman or

sophomore and earns a 
grade point deficiency of 
16 points or more, or (2) 
during a semester the 
student is classified as a 
junior or senior and earns 
a grade point deficiency 
of 10 points or more. 

b. A student who fails to 
earn at least a 10 grade 
point average during any 
one semester will be rec- 
ommended for disqualifi- 
cation. 

c. A student who for three 
consecutive semesters has 
an accumulative grade 
point average of less than 
“C™’ (2.0) will be recom- 
mendeu for disqualifica- 
ton 

d@. A student admitted or re- 
admitted on probation 
who fails to earn a “C” 
average or above during 
the first semester of his 


attendance and/or who 
fails to remove his grade 
point deficiency within 


two semesters following 
his admission or re-admis- 
sion will be recommenéed 
for disqualification. 
4. RE-ADMI-SION 
A student who is recom- 
mended for disqualification 
will not be considered for 
re-admission until after two 
semesters of non-attendance 


at Sacramento State Col- 
lege. (A summer = session 
does not count as a se- 
mester.)

All That Jazz 


Have Piano— 
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Some Play 
By Jose O'Toole 





Probably the current giant of 
the modern jazz pianists is Errol 
Garner. 

Garner hag been criticized for 
mt playing enough jazz and too 
much psuedo-classical music. His 
chords are often compared to a 
style resemifing Debussy, but in 
spite of this I am inclined to 
think that Garner ig one of the 
outstanding modernists. 

Garner's independence of his 
two hands is unequaled today. 

He used both hands constantly 
much more than most of the 
other current players, and has as 
much natural rhythm as anyone 
playing today. Garner rarely has 
to make a second take on his 
recordings, and rarely does he 
play the same composition in 
similar fashion. His improvisa- 
tion is undoubtedly as individua- 
listic as anyone else's, mostly be- 
cause he ig one of the few men 
left who does not know how to 
read music. 

Garner has played with many 
small groups, and occasionally 
has recorded with large orches- 
tras. His best work has been 
with the smaller groups or solo. 
Too often when he has been with 
the orchestras, his music has 
tended to be too syrupy (Mitch 
Miller’s strings are hardly in- 
ducive to jazz). Garner is be- 


after graduation and secured 
photographic positions in federal 
corporations and on newspaper 
staffs. DeLucia recalls several 
incidents where students while 
enrolled in his class have taken 
pictures of accidents or similar 
news pictures and were paid by 
local newspapers for their use.

Billy Taylor is one of the more 
erudite artists today, both music- 
ally and linguistically. His ability 
for melody and rhythm gives @ 
very pleasing effect. One of Tay- 
lor's strong advantages is having 
(ike John Lewis of the Modern 
Jazz Quartet) men around him 
that complement his style. 

Taylor's left hand ig one of 
the most adept in the business, 
and he has a number of arrange- 
ments that are played only with 
that hand, that the casual listener 
will miss completely. 

Tylor gives some of the best 
dissertations on jazz, and it i# 
well worth anyone's time to catch 
him on his too rare appearances 
on TV. 

Andre Previn is one of the ques- 
tion marks of jazz. A loca] dise 
jockey recently said that Previn 
is the most popular pianist since 
Eddie Duchin. I think this pretty 
we}] tells the story. Duchin in nv 
way, shape or form played jazz. 
Previn can, and does on occasion 
play jazz, but al! too often is 
guilty of performing in only a 
perfunctory style. 

He has had considerable train- 
ing in classical music, and I feel 
that in his conversion has missed 
the true meaning improvisation. 

These three artists are hardly 
representative of the Many pian- 
ists performing today, but they 
are probably some of the best 
known (‘along with Dave Bru- 
beck). Sometime in the future, I 
would like to discuss those who 
I consider the better pianists.

Failure to report for practice Tuesday resulted in the 
mass ousting which included three of his top linemen and 
two reserve halfbacks. SSC’s gridiron mentor cut center 
Jack Davidson, guard Jerry Headrick, tackle Paul Stamas, 
and halfpacks Jim Yokota and Roger DeRieux from the 
squad’s roster. 

Two Are Seniors 

Headrick and Yokota are both seniors so their football 
eareers for the Green and Gold have come to an end. How 
the dismissal will affect the others with eligibility left re- 
mains to be seen, 

“It was unfair to the rest of the boys,” said Baker, 
“and a decision had to be made. They knew they were violat- 
ing one of the team rules about missing drills so they left 
me no alternative.” 

Baker gave each player a chance to explain his absence 
from the Veterans’ Day workout at the college practice 
field, and only one player who missed the turn out had a 
valid reason. That player was Jerry Sutherland, Hornet 
center, and he is being retained on the team. 

Not Aimed at individual 

“This action on my part wasn’t intended to hurt any 
particular individual,” added SSC’s pigskin mentor, “but the 
occasion called for the establishment of precedence because 
there are lots of things to be learned on the gridiron besides 
the game of football.”

The Man Who 
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Parkinson Strikes Home 


The statements by Dr. C. Northcote Parkinson at 
Wednesday’s convocation concerning professional bureac- 
racy are all too true in the case of Sacramento State Col- 
lege’s student brand of bureacracy. 

A brief jook at the Student Association's functioning 
arrangement show some glaring examples of Parkinson's 
Laws. First comes the Student Council which spends a great 
deal of time appointing committees, hearing reports from 
the committees, rehashing the reports of the committees 
and in the end filing the results of the committees with 
little or no action taken as a result of the reports. A prime 
example is the committee which studied Dink Week. 

Under the council come Inter Club Council, Cabinet of 
Coordinators, {nter Fraternity Council, Council of Religious 
Organizations and the various class organizations, all of 
which must annually spend a great deal of time trying to 
justify their existance. Except for the IFC, none of these 
have to date found any really valid reasons for being. Even 
the IFC has come into varying amounts of criticism since 
its inception. 

These groups in turn establish committees and follow 
much the same procedures as the Student Council. 

An example of the efficiency of these groups is repre- 
sented by the Cabinet, who, at their Wednesday meeting 
spent an entire hour discussing whether a motion which was 
passed at the previous meeting should be reconsidered. The 
same motion was eventually approved with only a slight 
amendment. 

The actions of the Student Council and its subordinate 
councils do create, however, that supreme feeling of to- 
getherness. This feeling of unity which is apparent at all 
Student Council meetings is quite pathetic coming from the 
highest legislative body of the Student Association, Argu- 
ment is practically unheard of in council meetings, 

But after all everybody must be normal and must be 
members of the IN group. 

In the final analysis the real work of the Student As- 
sociation is carried out in the seldom heard of boards such 
as the Fine Arts Board, the Publications Board, ete. These 
boards prepare and administer Student Association budgets, 
handle the many problems which arise in the various activi- 
==" ty areas and generally conduct the college’s student activity 


programs. 


Dorm Living—High GPA 


When Sacramento State College's dormitories are 
ready for occupancy there should be a rush for admission 
by the student body, at least by those who desire to main- 
tain high grade point averages. 

This conclusion comes as a result of a study made by 
Florida State University which was published in Changing 
Times, The Kiplinger Magazine. The Florida study shows 
that students who live in dormitories maintain the best 
over all academic records in college. 

The study indicates that the next best academic groups, 
in general, are those who live at home, Fraternity house 
living takes third place and those students who room “out 
in town” generally have the lowest scholastic standings. 

It indicates also that, “Dropouts are also lowest among 
dorm dwellers, highest among private-room renters.” 

Dormitory regulations, which typically include time 
limits as to when students may report in at night, on the 
face of it sometimes seem strict, but as the study shows 

_ «py, they work to the benefit of students.
